A ring jan, who is of @ mathematic- 
al turn of mind, has just figured out 
that Bat assimilated 13,380 blows dur- 


ing the fourteen years he was in the} 


ring. Add to this statement the fact 
that the Dane is still begging for an- 
uther crack at Ad Wolgast and you 
will get a pretty fair idea of Nelson’s 
courage. 

The Battler's wonderful endurance, 
when reduced to cold figures, reads 
something like this: From 1896 until 
today Nelson was one of the sturdy 
principles in 94 hard-fought ring en- 
gagements. These 94 bouts equalled 
a total of 669 rounds. 

Bat, mever a clever boxer, was al- 
ways an easy mark for his opponents 
to hit. It is doing shim no injustice 
to ussume that the average number of 
blows he ‘has stood up under in each 
round would equal 20. Multiply the 
total number of rounds by this aver- 
age of 20 and the answer is that the 
Dane has received 13,380 —joits, 
punches and wallops on the head, face 
and body. 

Dane’s Marvelous Career 

The ex-lightweight champion was a 
marvelous man, and in heaping this 
last bit of earth on ‘his pugilistic grace, 
it is but fair that his honest record 
should be shown up in the most fav- 
orable light possible.

Toronto, Dec. 4—The recent ship- 
ping of a human body to Montreal 
and the arrest of John McSorley, of 
Jarvis, on a charge of body-snatching 
has led to many inquinies as to the 
methods in vogue in supplying medi- 
cal colleges with cadavers. An inquiry 
indicates that these schools are pro- 
vided for in this respect by law, and 
that only through the official channe!s 
wil la body be accepted by the auth- 
orities of these institutions, 

The supply of bodies to schools of 
medicine in Ontario is regulated by 
the chief inspector of anatomy for the 
province. This office is now perform- 
ed ‘by the firm of A, Millard, under- 
takers, Yonge street, Toronto. Inspec- 
tors of anatomy are located in every 
country and city of Ontario. Harry 
R. Ranks, Queen street west, is in- 
spector for all of Toronto except ward 
7, where this office is performed by 
William Speers. 

Mr. Ranks said that he supplied 
about twenty-one bodies to the Tor- 
onto Medical college this year and 
the same number in 1909. All un- 
claimed bodies at the morgue are tura- 
ed over to him on order of the chief 
coroner within twenty-four hours after 
they are found. He then makes every 
possible inquiry for friends or rela- 
tives, and if $10 is found on the person 
or in the effects or the possessions 
realize that amount te has the body 
interred in Mount Pleasant cemetery. 
At the rate of $10 a body he makes 
no profit, for the grave alone costs $2. 
In these cases no special funeral is 
held, but the body is removed to the 
cemetery and buried on days that 
graves are being dug. In the summer 
bodies are kept from three to six days, 
and in winter as long as three months. 
Before the bodies are used at the 
school they are kept there from four 
to six months at least to await-pos- 
sible claimants. 


Hard-Hearted Relatives. 

Mr. Ranks told of several cases 
where he had sent to relatives in Eng- 
land for funds to pay fo rthe burial 
of kinsmen who had died in this city. 

“In one case,” he said, “the family 
of a young Englishman was quite will. 
ing to have shis remains sent to the 
medical school: cather than pay for a 
funeral. I wrote several times, but 
they were inflexible. In another in- 
stance near relatives of deceased an- 
swered th first inquiry in th case of 
a man found dead who had a few 
dollars remaining. ‘They told me to 
remit to them the surplus money, and 
when I wrote to them © asking for 
cuough extra money to enable me to 
put the body in a.$10 grave ‘they did 
not answer me. I ‘found out that. the 
people in both these cases were fairly 
well circumstanced, too.” 

Mr, Ranks said that only a comrpar- 
atively smal! number of the dead re- 
moved to the morgue was sent ‘to the 
schools of medicine. The city relicf 
officer attended to the burial of a large 
number, and those on whom post-mor- 
tems were held, as a rule, were not 
acceptable to the professor of ana- 
tomy. 

Those whom the city buried resided 
in ‘town at least a year and paid taxes, 
or had relatives here who were rate- 
payers, 

This one Went to the School. 

“How about the body of the man 
found hanging in High Park?” 

“The Medical college got him.” 

Mr. Ranks said that all) the un- 
claimed dead in the city were, as a 
rule, sent to the morgue, as well as 
those whom the chief coroner especi- 
ally ordered there for the purpose 
of ‘having an inquiry made into their 
death. Not many were supplied vy 
the hospitals, for the majority of 
such cases were subjected to a rigid 
post-mortem. He thought that the 
‘Toronto General hospital had some 
arrangement with the College of Med- 
icine whereby, when students were ad. 
mitted to the autopsies, an allowance 
wis madv, towards the cost. Autopsies 
on those persons who met death in ac- 
cidents and suspected cases were usu- 
aly performed at the morgue. 

Little Profit for Inspector. 

Mir. Ranks averred that the money 
paid for bodies by medical coileges 
darely defrayed expenses. About $10 
each was all that could be obtained. 
Comparatively few of the bodies thus 
disposed of were of women. The 
bodies had to be preserved in gobvd 
condition or the Medical college would 
not accept them. 


the biological building and embalmed 
by means of an infusion of carbolic 
acid and glycerine. This would pre- 
serve them for years. 

At the morgue it was said that 178 
bodies had been received last year in 
all. 

Whenever a body was sent to ‘the 
biological building for the dissecting 
table Prof. Playfair McMurrich was 
notified. 


Cadavers Scarce. 

W. I. Lyle, manager of the firm of 
A, Millard, said that since the death 
of Mr. Millard no appointment of 
chief inspector of anatomy had tbeen 
made by the provincial government 
and ‘the management of this business 
was still acting in that capacity. The 
books showing tthe receipts of bodies 
for the dissection table were not avail- 
abie to him yesterday owing to the 
absence of the bookkeeper, but the 
average number of shipments, he said, 
was about three or four a month. 
Queen’s university and 
college at London obtained ‘their sup- 
ply from districts allotted to them and 
proportioned to the number of stud- 
ents at each. He had heard of sev- 
eral complaints of the scarcity of cada- 
vers from both Toronto and Kingston. 

Shipped Here from Ottawa. 

Some of the bodies, it was said, were 
shipped from‘as far east as Ottawa for 
dissection in this city. 

Before the anatomy act was passed 
some years ago, the schools of medi- 
cine in the country had the utmost 
difficulty in obtaining a sufficient num- 
ber of bodies to serve the purposes 
of dissection. The law provided for 
the shipment of bodies from outside 
points to the schools. 

The present shortage in the supply 
of bodies was attributed to the num- 
ber of national and fraternal societies 
now in existence. These were attend- 
ing to the burial of the dead of the'r 
own orders and nationalities.

Bury the Remains After Dissection. 

“Are the remains after dissection ac- 
corded burial?” 

“We bury a lot for the ‘Toronto 
School of Medicine every spring. The 
flesh, bones and other remains of 
each man are placed in a long box 
and interment. is made at 
Pleasant cemetery. We _ have a brief 
funeral service over these in our 
chapel. 

“Everything in this connection is 
done in a perfectly legal way,” said 
Mr. Lyle, ‘and any person endeavor- 
ing. to dispose.of the body of a per- 
son othérwise than through the chan- 
nels provided by law would find him- 
self closely questioned, and he cer- 
tainly would not find a market for 
tthe body.” 


60 to 65 Bodies Yearly. 

At the Biological building of the 
University of Toronto, it was stated 
that about sixty to sixty-five cadavers 
were received each year. Each stu- 
dent before being graduated in medi- 
cine, had to present certificates show- 
ing that he had dissected a whole hu- 
man body. He was.allowed two years 
to complete his course in anatomy. 
The present fourth-year class is one 
of the largest ever registerd at the 
university. It numbers about two 
hundred students, and so requires 
about one hundred cadavers. Many 
of the students entered the classes in 
their third and fourth years, having 
taken their course in anatomy at 
other colleges. The second and third 
year classes which were taking ‘the 
courses in anatomy numbered about 
125 each, 

The classes were divided into grougs 
of two students for the dissecting- 
room, and their work was under the 
supervision of demonstrators. Each 
student from time to time was requir- 
ed to pass an examination on the parts 
dissected, 

“The people avill ibe honrified #f you 
publish all that,” said George Lynn, 
who is in charge of the receiving of 
bodies at the Biological building. He 
said that human remains were somc- 
times kept for three and four yeans 
awaiting dissection. 

Fourth and fifth-year students at- 
tend clinics in the hospital, and each 
has to present certificates before grad- 
uation, showing that he has been at a 
specified number of atitopsies.

‘The bodies, he said, are received at licly exposed, or sent to the morgue 


on which a coroner deems an inquest 
unnecessary, or who before death 
were supported in and by a public 
institution, shall be placed under the 
control of an inspector of anatomy 
for the locality. The inspector, when 
twenty-four hours has elapsed and no 
relative or friend put in a claim for 
the body, is to deliver it to a recog- 
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nized medical school, which shall keep 
it fourteen days before dissection in 
the event of a relative or a bona fide 
friend putting in a claim. The body 
is to be delivered to claimants by the 
school within two weeks of receipt on 
payment of costs not exceeding $10. 
Those Qualified to Receive Bodies. 
Persons qualified to receive bodies 
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are teachers of anatomy or surgery in 
recognized medical schools, The 
schools receive the bodies in propor- 
tion to the number of students stuyd- 
ing anatomy. Records of the names, 
description, clothes of {fe bodies sent 
to each medical school are kept by 
the inspector of anatomy.

SANDBAGGING ported the Rutherford government in its rail- 
METHODS way policy and who later voted against Pre- 
meir Sifton for his failure to carry out that 
policy, the Edmonton Buleltin, the personal organ and mouthpiece 
of Frank Oliver, minister of the interior and representative in the 
Dominion house for Edmonton, stoops to tactics which would be be- 
neath a ward heeler and which cannot be alligned in any way w*‘h 
common honesty. 

The Bulletin represents that the men who favored a road to the 
north country did so to the exclusion of all other roads; that they 
stood in the way of the construction of a road to the Peace River. 

The Bulletin says: 

“Tt isnot upon record that Mr. Carnwall or any other 

of the supporters of the A. and G. W. bargain urged upon 

the government, which made that bargain the necessity of 

building a road: into the Peace River country.” 

This statement, which appears as a part of an editorial directed 
against J. K. Cornwall and the members who-supported the Ruth- 
erford government is a sample of the bald-faced prevarication which 
the Oliver organ is using against the late Rutherford government. 

The statement is not only absolutely untrue, but the Bulletin 
knew it was untrue at the time it made the staternent, and the proof 
that it is untrue is in the guarantee acts passed by the Alberta legis- 
lature, printed on the Bulletin press and on file in the Bulletin 
office. 

The Bulletin knows that one of the guarantee acts passed by 
the Rutherford government called for the construction of a road 
from Edmonton to Fort Assiniboine, on the Athabasca, and the Bul- 
letin knows that Ex-Premier Rutherford went on record at the time 
this act was before the house with the statement that the govern- 


ment was prepared, as soon as the first 50 miles was built, to guar- 


antee the balance of the road to Grande Prairie. 

The Bulletin says there was no bargain for the construction of a 
road into the Peace River country. 

The Bulletin knows that there was not only a bargain, but that} $ 
the bargain was made into an act, and that the Canadian Northern 
railway gave its promise to.the Rutherford government that the 
read would be completed as far as Fort Assinaboine in xg10. | 

Furthermore, the Bulletin knows that had the Rutherford gov- 
ernment not been upset by a plot in which it was a prime mover that 
the road to Fort Assiniboine would have been built this year—that 
ex-Premier Rutherford would have-held the Canadian Northern to 
its agreement—and that the city of Edmonton would have been at 
least one year closer to having railway connection with the Peace 
River than it is todiy. 

The Bulletin undertakes ‘to represent that Premier Sifton is the 
man who is hastening the construction of roads into the Peace River 
country and other sections to the north-east and north-west, and that 
the members who supported the Rutherford administration and who 
voted against Premier Sifton in the last session are the men who 
are blocking the construction of these roads. 

The Bulletin knows that this representation is not true. The 
Bulletin knows that Premier Sifton has had it within his power to 
compel the Canadian Northern to construct during the building 
season of 1910 not only the first section of the Peace River line, but 
also the 40 miles of road north of the Saskatchewan river toward Bat- 
tleford, the 40 miles of the Vermilion-Bruderheim line, the 35 miles 
of the Strathcona-Camrose line and the remainder of the Athabasca 
Landing line, a toal of 200 miles, promises to complete which are 
contained in letters from MacKenzie, & Mann, to the Rutherford 
government before it went out of office, and now on file in the records 
of the department of the government over which Premier Sifton 
presides. 

Furthermore, the Bulletin knows that not only did Premier’ Sif- 
ton not compel the construction of these roads, but that he paid out 
$2,070,200 of guarantee money to the Canadian Northern on the 
Vegreville-Calgary road, being the full amount of the guarantec of 
$13, ooo per mile for 153 miles, and that that company is not yet 
giving a passenger service over this section of road.

WARM GULF STREA 
HAS BEEN FOUND 


Believed That It Will Mean the 
Opening of Trade Routes to 
Siberian Rivers 


Berlin, Jan. 5—A Russian  explor- 
ing expedition in the Arctic sea, off 
the coast of Siberia, under the gev- 
logist M. Rusanoff has discovered a 


warm Gulf Stream, which passes 
around the north of Nova = Zamilla, 
‘but not through the narraw — straiits 


of the Kara Sea to the south of that 
‘and where all previous explorers, iu- 
cluging Nansen, have _ hitherto 
sought it, and where British naviga- 
tors like the late Captain Wiggins al- 
ways met with so much peril from the 
ice in trying to keep the open sea 
route to Siberia. Téhe concdusion is, 
‘Ttherefore, arrived at that the future 
maritime trading route to the mouth 
of the great Siberian rivers will tbe via 
the open sea passage rounding north 
of Nova Zemilia. 

The Russians in advocating 
utilization cf this discovery poiat 
out that the Germans ahve already 
solicited concessions from the Rus- 
sian government to enable them tio re- 
vivie the trade which was long ago 
intimated in these northern parts by 
British navigators and merchants.

A Diamond Laundry. 

The concentrating plant is ithe daun- 
Iry lof De Beers. In Brazil, as we 
saw, water, plus manual labor, separ- 
ited ithe dross from the gems. In 
this elaborately equipped mine hands 
ane replaced ‘by iron fingers, and ‘hu- 
man muscle by the energy of steam.

From the floors the blue ground is 
conveyed to the laundry iby mail, As 
clothes must inst ibe sorted, so the

admirable mechanical contrivances at 
length.

A washing machine is a highly evol- 
ved cradle, Its wital parts consist of 
a pair of cylinders, covered with per- 
forated steel plates—colandens, in 
short, avinh inch and a quarter ‘holes. 
Before being introduced imto the cy- 
linders the “blue” ds “puddled,” i.c., 
mixed with muddy water, a sort of 
homeopathic treatment, 

That makes it churn in ithe cylin- 
ders, which ‘spin it around vigonously 
to the thm of nell oiled machinery. 
Big lumps whidh cannot pags through 
tthe icolander tholes ape ‘et tut from 
the tbottom of the cylinder. If not 
recognized as iommon pebbles, these 
‘are carried on to a mill to be cracked 
like muts nvith precious kernels, and 
returned, The muddy emxture awhich 
|flows out from ‘the tholes is led away 
to the panning machines, its name ds 
no longer “blue” hut fine ground, 

The panning machines iput the fin- 
ishing touches on the laundry work 
of the concentratng plant, Tdooking 
down a long row of machines, cach a 
‘counterpart ‘of its neighbor, one re- 
marks on the size of the pans. {Nhe 
miner’s dish pan ‘has grown into a big 
double pan avith a diameter of four- 
teen feet. It is inthe four foat space 
between the outer and inner rim that 
the panning is done, Within the inner 
circle the waste pipe goes down; ithe 
driving shaft goes up, The shatt re- 
volves ten iron arms, and these take 
the contents of the pan nvith six claws 
set dn a spin, 

Round and round they go, all day, 
‘squeezing the stones to the outer cim, 
the mud to the grating of the maste 
pipe. ilivery day De Beers alone 
(there are five other mines running) 
sends threc hundred loads, or 4,800 
cubic feet of blue ground, through 
its concemsrating plant. ‘Of this “fifty 
per cent. flows away from the pans 
as muddy pater, Every ten hours the 
diamond+bearing residue in the pans 
is drawn off. This is called “concen- 
trate;” there as no more “blue” or 
fine ground,” the machines have taken 
care of that. The output, avhich has 
now ibecome palpably valuable, is 
packed off to the ipulsators in care- 
fully-locked scars. 


In the Pulsators. 
That part of the mining plant which 
is called the pulsators includes che jig 
madhines and shaking aables, which 
finally som the diamonds out of the 
crowd of inferior ainerals, In the 
pulsatons, as the name implies, overy- 
‘thing is literally “on the jump.” 
Before going to the jig machines 
the concentrate is graded by means 
of cylindrical sieves into five sizes, 
In this way stones of even bulk are 
mechanically seleated as partners in 
a dance on a shaking floor to the mg 
time of the jig. The lighter stuff, 
which anrounts o 58 per cant. of the 
concentrates, & mraste.

But ave are mot used to 
weighing in thousands of carats, Tet 
us turn ito the familiar avoirdupots. In 
the ‘fifteen years between 1899 and 
Igog, writes ‘Mr, Williams, “the » De 
Beens' minis yielded jen tons of dia- 
monds, valued at  $300,000,000, and 
English, or long tons, ta that, (Now, 
any good housekeeper can figure just 
haw much cellar space ten ttons of 
the impure carbon aalled oal will oc- 
cupy, But who would guess that 
ten tons of pure crystallized carbon in 
the form Of diamonds can be packed 
in a chest measuring five feet by six? 

Evidently there is a trust that has 
no need of shipping rebates. De Beers 
is perhaps the most perfect moncpoly 
in existence. It comes within five 
inches of the hundred of an ail-em- 
bracing grip on the world's diamonds. 
But aH trusts have their troubles. The 
magnates of 'De Beers fear the wiz- 
ards ‘of chemistry, the modern crea- 
tors. Already real but microscopic 
diamonds ‘have Ibeen made in the labo- 
ratory, Amdt wien some Crookes or 
‘Motsson succeed in producing a Ko- 
hinoor (goodbye to the ‘diamond imine.

DO NOT 


LIKE AMERICANS 


IS OPINION OF ONTARIO DIVINE WHO HAS SPENT SEV- 
ERAL YEARS ON THE, ISLANDS—SAYS THE 
NATIVES ARE VERY LAZY 


“The Filipinos do not like the Am- 
ericans,” 

The Right Rev. Charles H. Brent, 
episcopal bishop of the Philippine Is- 
lands, seemed to have no doubt in his 
mind about the truth of the above 
statement, when he made it the other 
day to a newspaper representative. 

The bishop has spent several years 
in the Philippines; he has met there 
natives of all classes. So he may be 
presumed to know what he is talking 
about. 

Incidentally, he is one of those men 
who have friends among all classes. It 
was of him that an American who has 
lived long in the Pihlippines enthusi- 
astically remarked: 


“Bishop Brent is the only mission- 
ary I ever knew whom I liked.” 


Bishop Brent was cornered the 
other day by a newspaper reporter in 
New York just as he was in the midst 
of preparations for journeying back 
to his Philippine diocese next morn- 
in, via Europe, on the Mauretania. 
But in spite of the manifold things 
that harass a ‘bishop on the eve of 
sailing, he very obligingly agreed to 
tell all about the Philippines, 

Following up his remark about the 
unpopulority of Americans in the 
archipelago, Bishop Brent said: 

“The dislike of the natives fo rus i3 
only natural. No people like those by 
whom they have been conquered. The 
hostility of the Filipinos toward the 
Americans does not mean at all that 
they would desire to see the dominion 
of the Spaniards over them once mo*se 
established. Far from it. They simply 
dislike us because we have conquered 
them. :- 


“This dislike exists almost entirely 
among the Filipinos of the upper 
class. They are quite frank about it. 
What would suit them would be to 
have us leave the island—the sooner 
the better—and they do not hesitate 
to let us Americans know this. 


“As for the lower classes, they do 
not fecl that way. As long as those 
who govern them do not oppress 
them they do not really care who 
their masters are. Spaniard or Amer- 
ican—it is all the same to them. 


“And right here I wish to call at- 
tention to one thing: There is more 
selfsgovernment in the Philippines 
today under the American regine 
than there is—or ever was, for that 
matter—in any Oriental dependency 
of a western power. But the hosti- 
lity to the American exists, neverthe- 
less, and is bound to exist. 

“Its just the same way in India as 
regards the British, It makes no 
difference how well they govern In- 
dia—they are the conquerors of the 
Hindoes, and are bound to be unpopu- 
lar. 

“This sentiment of hostility toward 
the Americans in the Philippines has 
grown rather than diminished since 
the first days of the American occu- 
pation after the expulsion of the 
Spaniards from the islands. You see, 
when the Americans‘ first took hold 
there the natives expected great thins 
They thought that we would soon 
grant them independence, or at least 
allow them an autonomous form of 
government. 

“When they saw that no such steps 
were to be taken they at once be- 
came enemies of the new state of af- 
fairs. 

“And I see no reason for believing 

that this antagonistic attitude poward 
us is going to diminsh within the next 
few, years.” 
’ Pessimistic as he is regarding an 
ultimate reapproachment between the 
two parties—conquerors and con- 
quered—Bishop Brent has nothing 
‘but praise for the men to whom the 
United States has delegated the ad- 
ministration of the islands. 

“As far as I know,” he declared, 
“the American government of the 
Philippines is practically free from 
graft. Of course there have been a 
few officials, who have lapsed, and 
taken money, but owing to the fact 
that all officials out there are bonded 
the amount thus taken from the gov- 
ernment funds has been made good 
by the bonding companies, and the 
government has not suffered in any 
way from such speculatios, 

“The fact of the matter is, as re- 
gards the present-day situation in the 
islands, that ithe principle problem 
confronting those at the head of 
things there is not political but in- 
dustrial. The gravest difficulty is that 
the natives, although by nature agri- 
culturists, do not grow enough food- 
stuffs to keep themselves from star- 
vation. Though they eequire only a 
little rice to keep alive—and the js- 
lands have very fertile soil—even this 


small amount of rice is not raised 11 
the country districts. As a result 
this most serious problem of how 
to support the Filipino population 1s 
confronting the Americans today. 

“And they are by no means idle in 
seking a solution for it. The depart- 
ment of agriculture has shown great 
interest in formenting agriculiure in 
the islands. Moreover, there will be a 
department devoted to teaching scien- 
tific agricultural methods in the new 
university which wil Isoon be found- 
ed at Manila. This by the way pro- 
mises to be an excellent institutioa, 
and should do a great deal toward 
improving conditions, 

“One of those who early recognized 
that the real problem in the Philip- 
pines was industrial was Aguinaldo, 
who fought so long against us for the 
freedom of his native land. When he 
handed over his sword to the Ameri- 
can authorities he declared that le 
felt it to be his duty to work his farm 
for all it was worth instead of fight- 
ing for political freedom. And since 
he said that he has stayed on hig 
farm, too, and kept at work on it.” 

Speaking of the religious situation 
among the Filipinos the bishop sai 
that it was on the whole encouraging 

“There is a good Roman Catholic 
archbishop out there now,” he said, 
“and matters have improved very 

much, so far as the Roman Catholic 
church is concerned, since the Ameri- 
con occupation. Under the Spani- 
ards the friars achieved great power. 
Not only did they oppress the peo- 
ple, but they became extremely cor- 
rupt. an fact, the rewolution against 
the Spaniards:was due largely to cor- 
ruption among the members of the re- 
ligious orders. 

“As for the other sects, there is a 
tendency to work in Harmony. My 
own work resembles that done by 
missionaries all over the world, When 
I go back I mean to extend greatly 

‘|the hospitals maintained by our 
church in Manila and in other towns 
all through the Philippines. We also 
maintain a number of schools, . and 
these also will ‘be exténded and° bet- 
tered, 

“Speaking ef schools,” he continu- 
ed, “there has ben a grave. deficiency, 
as regards those in the Philippines. 
in the branch of technical manual 
training. I think that this will soon 
be remedied: The matter has been 
studied by the authorities in charge, 
and I think the proper improvements 
in this branch wil lsoon be introduc- 
ed.” ° 

After his “afddous Jaliors in con- 
verting pagans and in other ramifica- 

tions of his duties, Bishop: Brent:.was 
allowed a six months’ vacation, which 
terminated last Wednesday, when ine 
sailed on the Mauretania, During 
his months of sojourn in his native 
land—no, not there, for the bishop 
was born in Canada—anyhow in those 
months of renewed acquaintanceship 
with American conditions, the bishop 
has had plenty of oporunity’ to ascer- 
tain what the attitude of Americans 
is toward the Philippines. Many peo- 
ple feel smoldering resentment that 
the United States should ever have be- 
come mixed up with that remote arch- 
ipelago. But Bishop Brent, aparently, 
has found more Americans with an- 
other attitude—a favorable one. 

“I was much pleased,” he ‘remark- 
ed, “to find that people were very 
willing to take the word of the man 
on the spot regarding the advisability 
of our holding. on ‘to “the islands. 
Since I have been back in the United 
States I-have been lecturing a good 
deal in New York and elsewhere. My 
audiences in these places have been 
composed largely of business men. 
Invariably I have found them much 
interested in the Philippine question. 
They seemed quite willing to share 
my opinion—and it is that of other 
Americans who have lived in the 
Philippines and studied the question 
—-which is, that if the United States 
should give up the islands it woutd 
certainly harm the Fillipinos and pro- 
bably harm the United States. With 
matters as they now stand, it seems'to 
me impossible that such a step should 
be contemplated.” 

As bishops go, Bishop Brent is still 
comparatively a young man, . He was 
born forty-eight years ago in New- 
castle, Ontario, Canada. He is the 
Second clergyman of foreign birth 
who has been promoted recently to 
a high post in this country, the 
other being the Rev. Dr. William TT. 
Manning, an Englishman, who two 
years ago was made rector of Trinity 
Parish in New York, the richest par- 
ish in the world. 

_ Bishop Brent was educated at Trin- 

ity college, Toronto, from which he 
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was graduated with honors in 1884, 
Five years later he received the de- 
gree of master of arts, and that of 
doctor of divinity in 1901. He be- 
came a deacon in 1886 and a priest 
the following year. For some years 
he was on the staff of The Church- 
man. 

‘His first post in the United States 
was that of assistant minister at St. 
Paul's cathedral, Buffalo; next he 
went to Boston as associate rector 
of the Church of St. John the Evan- 
gelist. While ocupying that post he 
had charge of the negro congrega- 
tion at St. Augustine’s church. 

In 1901 he was transferred to St. 
Stephen’s in Boston. There he re- 
mained for ten years, achieving 
prominence through his labors as a 
missionary. 

In 1891 he was elected bishop of 
the Philippines, thereby obtaining a 
national reputation, as he was the 
first bishop to be sent to. our new 
colonial possessions in Asia by any 
of the Protestant churches. When he 
sailed for his distant diocese he took 
with him $100,000, which he had 
raised for the erection of a cathedral, 
a school and a bishow’s house at Man- 
ila 

After seven years unceasing work 
in the Orient, Bishop Brent was elect- 
ed bishop of the diocese of Washing- 
ton. But instead of calling those 
years a “day’s work” and © settling 
down in America, where work of any 
sort would be rest after a sojourn in 
the tropical Asiatic heat, Bishop Brent 
declined the high office offered shin, 
feeling that his duty lay in continuing 
his work as a missionary to the Fili- 
pinos. wy 

His cablegram declining the office 
was characteristic? He addresshins 
to the president of the standing com- 
mittee of the diocese of Washington, 
and read thus: : 

“Must decline. I would have gone. 
but God bids me stay. John v., 30.” 

The verse in the Bible to which the 
bishop makes reference reads: 

“IT can of mine own self do nothing; 
as I hear I judge; and my judgment is- 
just; because I'seck not minezown.will’ 
but the will of the Father which hath 
sent me.” 

Besides attending to his regular ec- 
clesiastical duties, writing a number 
of religious books; and satisfying his 
lively interest in the general affairs 
of the land where his diocese is lo- 
cated, Bishop Brent has been actively 
engaged in endeavors to repress the 
opium traffic in the far east. Last 
July, when he was a delegate to the 
World Missionary conference in Edin- 
burgh, the tried to secure the consent 
of the British government to the op- 
ium conference at The Hague, pro- 
posed by the state department, to give 
effect to the decisions of the Shang- 
hai conference. 

Acompanied by Ambassador Whitc- 
law Reid, Bishop Brent called on Pre- 
mier Asquith, Sir Edward Grey, min- 
ister for foreign affairs; Lord Mor- 
ley, secretary for India, and other men 
high in British affairs The British, 
however, were not willing to go as far 
asthe reformers desired in the matter 
of lessening ‘the production‘ of: opium. 

When Bishop Brent returned to the 
United States a few years ago on a 
flying visit he ‘brought withs him aé 
visible proofs of his misisonary efforts 
among the native Filipinos a convert- 
ed Filipino boy from a village in the 
mountains 300 miles from Manila. His 
name was—or it sounded like that, 
anyhow—Pip-a-Pop. When asked just 
before he sailed for Manila last Wed- 
nesday, whether tere were many wun- 
converted Pip-a-Pops teft in his dio- 
cese, Bishop Brent shook his,had sad- 
ly. ‘ 

“Thre are six hundred thousand,” 
he said with a.wan smile. 

So there is plenty of work ahead of 
him when he gets back.

LIVE STOCK CENSUS 


Population of Horses and Cattle 


Shows Large Gain During 
Past Year 
Strathcona, January 5.—The city 
police have — just = completed a 
most unusual task, that of taking a 
census of the live stock within the 


corporation limits. The department 
of agriculture recently requested the 
council to have a census of this na- 
ture secured if possible and once the 
Police 


‘to 


matter was turned over 
Chief Robinson the difheult task was 
soon under way. Yesterday the last 
figures were obtained and the popu- 
lation of horses and cattle was found 
to be far beyond expectation, The 
total number of horses reaches close 
to seven: hundred which allows one 
i for every eight or nine citizens in tne 
city, The number of cattle is two 
hundred below these figures but at 
five hundred the total seems very high 
for acity of this size. The large num- 
hber of families who keep a cow for 


their own use adds extensively to this 


aggregate, Only one hundred and 
thirty-five hogs and a like number of 
sheep are on the new registration 
books. The famous mule family has 
two lone representatives and there are 
only two goats which allowed them- 
selves to be counted. The total num- 
ber of live stock listed of about 1450 
head would stock a very respectably 
sized ranch, No. estimates were at- 
tempted of the dogs but the figures 
would probably be somewhat short 
of one million, 
Tax Payments Increased. 


The tax collector's department et 
the city hall had a few busy days last 
week due to citizens practising elev- 
enth hour economy to escape the five 
per cent penalty added wit hthe ‘be- 
ginning of the new year to over due 
taxes. There was no appreciable 
clearance apparently of the bulk of 
time-worn arrears but on the whole 
the payments were very. satisfactory 
and the assessor announces that more 
tax receipts were issued by January 
Ist this year than were given out Ly 
April of last year. While the total 
payments made have not yet been 
computed by the assessor it is taken 
from the number of recipts issued that 
the citizens settled up far more 
promptly for the last tax notices than 
they did twelve months ago. From 
the large amount of arrears now on 
the books it would appear that a tax 
sale of property will have to be made 
within the next year or two, although 
this has never before been done in 
the city.
